We are interested in 
acquiring as close to state-of-the-art IBM hardware as is available, and we 
understand that your agency plans to excess a model 3033 processor in the near 

future. We also understand that further plans may call for the release of newer 

model 308x hardware. 


We would like to make necessary arrangements with your agency to be kept advised 
of your plans to excess equipment, and to discuss the possibilities of holding 
equipment for us until we can put together a reasonable plan to justify the 
acquisition through appropriate channels. If the 3033 processor is the only 
available hardware that you are contemplating excessing, we would be interested 
in the possibility of acquiring it once we can locate the necessary environ- 
mentally-prepared space to house it. However, the 308x hardware is much more 
desirable from our standpoint, if you can accurately predict its availability. 
Additionally, if you contemplate the release of current model tape and/or disk 
storage devices that can be configured with the referenced processors, we would 
also be interested in arranging a transfer. 
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Once again, thank you for your cooperation in sharing experiences with us. We are 
hopeful that this kind of sharing can continue to take place.
